Dear Truman Twill: 
Your paragraph the other day about 
moralists frowning on lotteries as a means 
of raising government money gave me a 
laugh. You indicated that there are sel­ 
dom squawks about the government get­ 
ting money from liquor, tobacco, cos­ 
metics, widows and orphans. 
Face up to it. Twill. The government 
gets tax revenue from prostitutes, gam­ 
blers. dope-pushers, junkies, murderers, 
criminal syndicate kings, con men, pari­ 
mutuels, newspapermen, abortionists, shy­ 
sters and assorted tycoons and phonies. 
Taxation is like rain; it falls on the 
just and the unjust. And generally speak­ 
ing you can say the same about tax 
revenue. 
If you want the greatest possible free­ 
dom from the rule (rf the jungle, protec­ 
tion of law, fire and police protection, sew­ 
ers, roads and all the other accepted 
necessities of western civilization, you 
have to pay for it. 
Paradoxically, government is about the 
only thing popularly excepted from the 
maxim, “You get what you pay for." This 
comes from the hope that the govern­ 
ment which governs least governs best, 
and consequently the lower the taxes the 
better the government. 


MY CONSCIENCE was already pricked 
with your paragraph about taxing such 
sources of vice as liquor, tobacco and 
gambling, and then it occurred to me 
that we don’t stop there. 
Look at old Al Capone, our genera­ 
tion’s idol of the underworld. He made 
millions of dollars selling bootleg liquor 
and beer to otherwise upright citizens, 
sent umpteen competitors on one-way 
rides and in the process machine-gunned 
uncounted innocent bystanders. 


Big Business 


No one needs to be told that dog food 
is big business. 
Every supermarket is jammed with 
competing brands of crunches, munchies, 
squishes and squashes for dogs. 
Man’s best friend has a better diet than 
man, himself. Does it not say on the sack 
and on the can that the contents are 
guaranteed to provide complete nutrition? 
There has been nothing like this for 
man, not even the famed K-ration of 
World War II. 
It raises a question: 
What did dogs eat before the giant food 
corporations tapped the potentialities (rf 
the dog food market? 
What are dogs still eating in places 
where no one even has tapped the po­ 
tentialities of providing food for humans?

The civil rights bill, if en­ 
acted into law, will open up a 
whole series of adventures in 
constitutionalism. 
The Consti­ 
tution g i v e s 
Congress th e 
r i g h t “to 
regulate com-, 
merce w i t h 
f o r e i g n 
nations a n d 
among t h e 
s e v e r a l 
states.” 
A p p l ying David Lawrence 
this clause, the law 
makers 
have felt justified in passing 
statutes governing monopolies, 
price fixing, and the recogni­ 
tion of labor unions but no­ 
where in the Constitution is 
there any explicit power be­ 
stowed on Congress to t a k e 
away from employers the right 
to choose their employes, even 
if this means refusing to hire 
persons of a particular color, 
religion or national origin. 
The extent to which the new 
legislation is bound to open up 
constitutional controversies 
is 
indicated by a provision in the 
pending bill as it was passed 
by the House of Representa­ 
tives. This calls for a regulation 
of employment practices. White 
forbidding any 
discrimination 
because of “race, color, relig­ 
ion, sex or national origin,” the 
proposed legislation would per­ 
mit discrimination against per­ 
sons because of their “atheistic 
practices and beliefs” as well 
as against persons who 
are 
members of Communist party 
organizations. 


THIS IS the first time that 
Congress has dealt in the mat­ 
ter of employment with the be­ 
liefs of an individual If Con­ 
gress claims the constitutional 
right to prohibit or permit dis­ 
crimination where color or race 
or religion or beliefs of any 
kind are involved, 
then 
the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States will be confronted some 
day with some interesting ques­ 
tions. 
Will it, for example, decide 
that atheism is a religious be­ 
lief? Not long ago, in ruling on 
prayers in the schools, it de­ 
cided in favor (rf defendants 
who professed atheistic beliefs. 
The court held that local gov­ 
ernments could not direct that 
prayers be said in the public 
schools because they might run 
counter to beliefs of those who 
happened to be atheists. 
The problem with the respect 
to employment is not so sim­ 
ple. The pending bill In the Sen­ 
ate not only recognizes the right 
to discriminate in employment 
against atheists and those hold­ 
ing Communistic beliefs, but it 
also permits an employer to ad­ 
vertise for persons of a par­ 
ticular religious belief and to 
exclude all others wherever, 
as the bill states, religion is “a 
bona fide occupational qualifi­ 
cation reasonably necessary to 
the normal operation (rf that 
particular business or 
enter­ 
prise.” 
What this amounts to is a for- 


THE 
CONSTITUTION does 
not give Congress 
any 
such 
broad legal power to approve 
or disapprove of religious be­ 
liefs. In fact, 
it 
specifically 
says that “Congress shall make 
no law respecting an establish­ 
ment of religion or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof.” 
The Supreme Court has even 
ruled 
that 
Congress 
cannot 
pass any law which aids one 
religion over another. Certainly 
there is nothing to indicate that 
a citizen can, under the Con­ 
stitution, be deprived of a job 
because of any beliefs. 
Yet the Supreme Court has 
upheld compulsory unionization 
and has ruled against citizens 
who do not profess atheism or 
any belief in the theory of Com­ 
munism but who have preferred 
to stay out of any labor union 
because of their convictions and 
have thereby lost their jobs. 
Under the National Labor Re­ 
lations Act, the employer is per­ 
mitted to enter into contracts 
with a union pledging the dis­ 
missal of an employe who, af­ 
ter 30 days, does not join a 
union. 
This, of course, is punishing 
a man for his beliefs, and the 
cases heretofore have d e a l t 
s o l e l y with voluntary agree­ 
ments between private individu­ 
als — employers and unions. 
In the new civil rights legis­ 
lation, however, the issue in­ 
volved is one in which the gov­ 
ernment itself intervenes and 
lays down the rule that no em­ 
ployer can refuse to hire be­ 
cause of race, color, religion or 
national origin. 
Congress now would interpret 
this particular principle to pro­ 
hibit discrimination against as 
well as discrimination in favor 
of certain types of religious 
activity. 


THE SUPREME COURT cer­ 
tainly will have a hard time 
determining just how Congress 
gets the right to regulate em­ 
ployment practices on the basis 
of religious beliefs by citing the 
words: 
“to 
regulate 
c o m ­ 
merce.” Congress, 
in 
effect, 
will not be regulating just com­ 
merce. It wijl be regulating re­ 
lations between citizens on the 
basis of certain beliefs. 
If. therefore, the power “to 
regulate commerce” now does 
include the right of Congress to 
determine what association em­ 
ployes may or may not have 
with each other, the Supreme 
Court will have its hands full 
trying to justify this clause of 
the Constitution as covering re­ 
ligious beliefs. 
It is indeed difficult to see 
how the Supreme Court can be 
on both sides of this question— 
how it can say that Congress 
has the right to negate any dis­ 
crimination because of religion 
and at the same time to permit 
employers to refuse to 
hire 
atheists or persons who believe 
in Communism. 


East German Sovereignty

BERLIN 
A tall, hefty East German po­ 
liceman manning a roadblock 
in an East German town stop­ 
ped a car bearing the license 
plates of a western country and 
told the Western driver he could 
not proceed without a special 
permit. 
A Soviet official was a pas­ 
senger in the car and told the 
driver not to worry. “Here I am 
the chief,” the Russian said. He 
shouted a few words in Russian. 
The policeman snapped to at­ 
tention. saluted and without in­ 
specting 
any 
papers 
at 
all 
waved the car through the road­ 
block. 
“ Is that what you mean when 
you speak of the sovereignty of 
East Germany?” the Westerner 
asked. 
The Russian grinned and re­ 
plied: “Konetchno” (of course). 
This incident is one example 
of what happens on a low level 
when an East German tries to 
exercise “sovereignty” vis-a-vis 
a Russian. 
The regime led by Lenin- 
bearded Waker Ulbricht seems 
more closely controlled by the 
Kremlin than any other Soviet 
satellite 
East German party function­ 
aries heatedly deny this. But 
when Ulbricht 
buiR his wall 
through Berlin in 1961, to stop 
the escape of refugees, Nikita 
Khrushchev said: “I authorized 
the wall to be buiR and I am 
proud of it.” 
Official statements, however, 
are careful to emphasize sover­ 
eignty. 
When 
talking 
about 
more than 300,000 Soviet troops 
stationed in East Germany, the 
phrase always is: “The troops 
of the Soviet Union stationed by 
mutual agreement temporarily 
in the Germ a i Democratic Re­ 
public.” 
These troops live almost en- 
% 


tirely off East Germany Offi­ 
cers and men receive half their 
pay in East marks, which are 
not freely convertible even with­ 
in the East bloc. 
Ulbricht has no choice. He 
needs Soviet backing. When the 
East German people revolted in 
1953. the Soviet army put down 
the uprising. 
After IO years East Germany 
still is seeking international rec­ 
ognition. Outside the Communist 
bloc, only the new government 
of Zanzibar has recognized Ul- 
bricht’s regime.

It Hangs Over Khrushchev's Visit To Hungary

An air of impatience hangs 
over 
Soviet 
Premier 
Khru­ 
shchev’s visit to Hungary this 
week for talks with Communist 
leaders. 
Communist parties around the 
world are choosing up sides in 
the Soviet-Chinese dispute, and 
it would not be surprising if 
Moscow decided to excommuni­ 
cate certain elements and thus 
blow the lid off the controversy 
over ideologies. 
The Budapest meeting may 
not produce the fireworks, but 
they do not appear far off. 
Some Red leaders are frantical­ 
ly seeking to avert a climactic 
show. The French party is call­ 
ing for a world meeting soon. 
Moscow, which has opposed 
the idea of a world meeting, 
may be coming around to the 
idea that it must be held. It is 
unlikely, however, that the Red 
Chinese would favor a Moscow- 
sponsored convention. 
That Khrushchev is running 
out of patience is indicated in 
an attack on him published by 
Red Flag. Peking’s theoretical 
journal. The attack is signed by 
pro-Chinese V. G. Wilcox, sec­ 
retary-general of the New Zea­ 
land party. He accused the Rus­ 
sians of threatening to expel 
parties disagreeing with Khru­ 
shchev’s cautious, long - term 
strategy for the world revolu­ 
tion. 


Wilcox says Mikhail A. Sus- 
lov, Soviet party theoretician, 
voiced the threat during a Mos­ 
cow meeting with a New Zea­ 
land delegation. 
When their talks ended. Sus- 
lov said, according to Wilcox: 
“You are wrong. We had hoped 
you 
might 
change. 
If 
you 
change, you will remain within 
the ranks of the fraternal world 
parties of Marxism - Leninism. 
But if you do not change, then, 
of course, you will be outside 
the excluded.” 
This is the picture around the 
world: 
ASIA 
The powerful Indonesian party 
has gone over to the Chinese 
side. It disagreed with Moscow 
on the pace of world revolution, 
echoing the Chinese in pro­ 
claiming the time ripe for vio­ 
lent 
revolutionary 
action 
in 
Asia, Africa and Latin America. 
The Japanese party is split, 
but the majority seems to lean 
to the Chinese. 
In India, a pro-Chinese wing 
is becoming increasingly vocal. 
In North Viet Nam, Ho Chih 
Minh’s 
party 
increasingly 
echoes the Chinese line against 
“revisionism.” North Korea’s 
party frequently supports Red 
China. 
AFRICA 
The Chinese are engaged in a 
campaign apparently aimed at 
freezing Soviet influence out of 
the revolutionary movement in 


Africa, similar to a parallel ef­ 
fort to impress upon Asia that 
the Soviet Union is not an Asian 
nation. The Chinese aim in 
Africa is to provoke immediate 
attacks on all aspects of West­ 
ern influence and to produce 
constant revolutionary ferment. 
LATIN AMERICA 
The Cuban party, which Com­ 
munists consider the vanguard 
of the revolution in Latin Amer­ 
ica, is split on the question of 
revolutionary policy, but Cuba 
relies heavily on Soviet aid. 
Pro-Chinese wings are emerg­ 
ing in Latin America. The most 
obvious split is in Brazil, a na­ 
tion chronically on the edge of 
trouble. 
EUROPE 
Chinese money is reported lo 
be financing a new periodical 
in France called “Revolution,” 
and opposing Soviet policy re­ 
garding the world movement. 
In Belgium, a violent wing 
under

Grippa, 
ap­ 
parently in control of a party 
newspaper 
called 
People’s 
Voice, has Issued a broadside 
against the Moscow wing. 
Scandinavian parties are di­ 
vided. 
In Italy, a small but vocal 
pro - Chinese wing is causing 
trouble for Palmiro Togliatti. 
The 
Chinese 
infection 
has 
spread swiftly, and it may be 
too late for the Kremlin to ap­ 
ply any remedy except drastic 
surgery.

Refuse Dump 
Plan Seen As 
Water Threat 


LISBON—.Since inspection by 
a geologist of the Ohio Division 
of Natural Resources showed 
the possibility of contamination 
of the underground water sup­ 
ply if a trash dump operates in 
a strip-mine area near Washing­ 
tonville, 
the

Health 
Board is not expected to rein­ 
state a license for the operation 
which it suspended. Atty. How­ 
ard Cole, chairman, has an­ 
nounced. 
The Health Board decided 
March 16 to suspend the license 
for the dump operation which it 
has issued to Robert George of 
New Waterford. The action was 
taken in response to a series of 
protests from groups and indiv­ 
iduals in the area in which the 
dump was to operate. 
Meanwhile, the board asked 
an inspection by the Bureau of 
Natural Resources. Alfred C. 
Walker, principal geologist of 
the agency, sent this letter to 
Harry Stockdale, county sani­ 
tarian, explaining an inspection 
be made March 25: 
“At th# time of my inspec­ 
tion, all the facts pertaining to 
the situation were not available. 
I appreciate the need for a san­ 
itary landfill in this area and 
feel that strip mined areas often 
lend themselves to this use very 
satisfactorily. I also realize that

being a health hazard. 
“Since my return, I have read 
Douglas Hasbrouck’s report, re­ 
viewed my own notes, studied 
old mining records and water 
well logs and discussed the mat­ 
ter with Mr. Dickman and Mr.

have a direct hydraulic connec-' 
tion with these old mine open­ 
ings. 
“Thus, if the strip cut were 
used as a landfill, leached fluids 
would almost certainly enter the 
old mine openings exposed in 
the cut.

Fulbright S ees Speech 
As Aid To Administration 


WASHINGTON OS - Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright voiced pleasure to­ 
day at the response to his for­ 
eign policy speech and predict­ 
ed the wide election year de­ 
bate it has touched off will help 
the Johnson administration. 
The Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee chairman's aim in his 
March 25 address was to stir up 
public talk on basic foreign pol­ 
icy issues, and he appeared to 
have succeeded beyond his ex­ 
pectations. 
The Arkansas Democrat's re­ 
marks to a sparsely attended 
Senate last week so far have 
evoked: 
Cautious comment from Pres­ 
ident Johnson and a mixed eval­ 
uation by Secretary of S t a t e 
Dean Rusk. 
Allegations of softness • on- 
eommunism from some leading 
Republicans and some D e rn o- 
crats, plus some support from 
both sides of the political fence. 
Foreign praise and protests 
from Moscow to Formosa. 
A far-flung but mixed editori­ 
al reaction in the United States. 
Bags full of mail still pouring 
into his office. 
At latest count, aides s a i d 
some 5,000 letters, telegrams 
and postcards had arrived from 
around the nation and abroad, 
and the ratio so far favors Ful- 
bright’s stand 4 or 5 to I. 
Fulbright lit the fuse by urg­ 
ing a b a n d o n m e n t of “old 
myths’’ in cold war attitudes in 
face of the “new realities” of 
today. 
“The master myth of the cold 
war is that the Communist bloc 
is a monolith,” he said. 
In calling for flexibility in 
dealing with the growing “great 
variation” among the Reds, Ful­ 
bright also advocated an end to 
the Cuba boycott — “failure,” 
he called it — a n d proposed 
open-mindedness about recog­ 
nizing Red China some day. He 
said the public, Congress and 
executive branch should dare to 
e x p l o r e such “unthinkable” 
things. 
In an interview today, Ful­ 
bright said “I'm very pleased 
and somewhat surprised at the 
volume” of the response trig­ 
gered by the speech. 
“I do not think this is damag­ 
ing to the administration at all" 


he added. “I think this is help­ 
ful to the administration in the 
sense that it brings those things 
out into the open” for public 
discussion. 
He said he had made the 
speech because in the New 
Hampshire 
Republican 
presi­ 
dential primary, Arizona Sen. 
Barry Coldwater and New York 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller had 
named foreign policy as a 1964 
campaign issue. The COP can­ 
didates had only Issued “a col­ 
lection of generalities," he said. 
Fulbright said he has not 
heard from Johnson since the 
speech nor did he consult the 
administration beforehand.

While testing

THESE READERS also know 
that I have constantly rn a I n- 
tained that parents with educa­ 
tion and social prestige are the 
ones who can do most to curb 
excessive permissivness in child 
rearing in the United States. 
Here let me plead again with 
intelligent parents to make sure 
they bring up their children 
with wholesome restraints, with 
due regard for authority a n d 
respect for the rights of others.

son. 
Triggered by Hank Aaron’s 
fifth homer, the Braves won 
their 10th consecutive g a m e 
from American League opposi­ 
tion Wednesday, adding the Chi­ 
cago White Sox to their list of 
victims, 5-3. 
The Braves’ list now includes 
every one of the seven AL 


teams training in Florida. In ll 
games against AL opposition, 
only the Washington Senators 
have managed a victory against 
the Braves — they did it in the 
first game. 
The Braves’ victory was one 
of three by NL teams Wednes­ 
day on a five - game inter­ 
league program, and lifted the 
National League’s lead to 2-1 in 
games between the two circuits. 
National League teams h a v e 
won 66 games, AL clubs 33. 
Behind Milwaukee in the in­ 
ter-league standings are the San 
Francisco Giants, 15-2 against 
AL opposition. National League 
domination is so complete that 
even the New York Mets, who 
are 6-2, have a better percent­ 
age in inter-league play than 
any American League team.

WASHINGTON 
(A P) - A 
sharp denial that Republican 
senators will back “ weakening 
amendments” to the controver­ 
sial civil rights bill came today 
from Sen. Jacob K. Javits. 
The New York Republican, a 
leader in the bipartisan group 
now trying to push the House- 
passed measure through the 
Senate, flatly denied reports

will 
take this administration 
‘off the hook’ by insisting on 
certain

price for enactment of the bill.” 
With debate now in its 20th 
day and showdown decisions ap­ 
parently far in the future, Jav­ 
its and Sen. Wayne Morse, D- 
Ore., teamed up to explain and 
support the “ public facilities” 
section of the complex measure. 
This part of the bill aims at 
making it easier to end racial 
discrimination in parks, golf 


courses, swimming pools, art 
museums and other government 
owned or operated facilities. 
Supreme Court decisions and 
existing federal laws now ban 
such discrimination but court 
tests or similar action to bring 
compliance now must be start­ 
ed and usually financed by in­ 
dividuals or groups. 
Senators got advance notice 
Wednesday that the daily ses­ 
sion will lengthen next week. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., indicated that supporters 
of the bill have mapped a pro­ 
gram of bipartisan speeches in 
support of it running through 
April 15 and probably beyond. 
And he and other senators 
backing the bill told a leader­ 
ship conference of civil rights 
supporters Wednesday that they 
now lack the 67 votes required 
to clamp a lim it on Senate de­ 
bate and force voting.

ANSWER: Postal service is very important to the citizens 
of our country for in our complex society we all need to com­ 
municate with each other. The postal service has worked out 
many ways to speed letters for everyone's benefit, one such 
vay being the use of numbers. If a letter is addressed to 
New York 20,” the clerk knows the general area of the city 
t is to go to. The zip code is the latest number improvement. 
“Zip” stands for “Zoning Improvement Plan.” There are 
ilways five digits to a zip number. The one on the left is for 
arge areas; for example, I covers New York State and Pen­ 
nsylvania. The next two numbers mean a certain section of 
this area, and the last two to the right, mean a community 
within the section, lf your zip code was 12551, 25 would mean 
the Poughkeepsie-Newburgh section in New York State, and 
51 would show you were in the City of Newburgh. Seeing this 
number, postal clerks know exactly where to put the letter 
so that it may move the fastest. It is expected that electronic 
machines will soon be able to read the zip numbers and sort 
the mail automatically.
